Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-fifth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Electricity (Supply) Amendment 
Act, 1984. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, hv notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. In section 20 of the Electricity (Supply) Act, 1948 (hereinafter 
referred to as the principal Act), after sub-section (2), the following 
sub-section shall be inserted, namely:—

‘one crore of rupees”, the words “five crores of rupees” shall be substi¬ 
tuted.
